and approval of Reynolds Metals Company. 


RIBBED EMBOSSED SIDING 


Work Included. Furnish and apply aluminum ribbed em- 
bossed siding as supplied by Reynolds Metals Company. 
Furnish and apply fasteners and closure flashing as recom- 
mended by Reynolds Metals Company. Apply general flash- 
ing to comply with specifications of the architect. 


Work Not Included But Essential to Application. Furnish 
and erect supporting structure. Furnish aluminum-pig- 
mented asphalt paint or equivalent and coat all steel and 
masonry surfaces contacting the aluminum sheets. 


Material. Ribbed embossed siding and flashing shall be 
fabricated from 0.032” (22 U.S. Std. Ga.) nominal thick- 
ness aluminum, 3S alloy (meeting Federal Specification 
QQ-A-359b), of uniform quality, and free from harmful 
defects. The sheets shall be formed into ribs, 4” center to 
center, 1” deep, and shall provide a nominal coverage width 
of 32”. The siding sheets and flashing accessories shall meet 
the established specifications of Reynolds Metals Company 
as to dimensions and workmanship. 


Fasteners. Fasteners shall be of a type approved by the 
Reynolds Metals Company. 


General. Handling, storage and application of siding and 
accessories shall conform to the instructions supplied by 
Reynolds Metals Company.

Furnish aluminum-pig- 
mented asphalt paint or equivalent and coat all steel and 
masonry surfaces contacting the aluminum sheets. 


Material. Industrial corrugated roofing, siding and flash- 
ing shall be fabricated from 0.032” (22 U.S. Std. Ga.) nom- 
inal thickness aluminum, 3S alloy (meeting Federal Speci- 
fication QQ-A-359b), of uniform quality, and free from 
harmful defects. Roofing and siding shall be corrugated to 
2.667” pitch, 7g” depth, and nominal coverage width of 32”. 
The roofing and siding sheets and flashing accessories shall 
meet the established specifications of Reynolds Metals Com- 
pany as to dimensions and workmanship. 


Fasteners. Fasteners shall be of a type approved by the 
Reynolds Metals Company. 


Roof Pitch. For roof slopes up to 30’ in length, the min- 
imum rise shall be 3” per foot. For slopes over 30’ in length, 
or with more than three courses of sheets, the minimum rise 
shall be 4” per foot. 


General. Handling, storage and application of roofing, sid- 
ing and accessories shall conform to the instructions sup- 
plied by Reynolds Metals Company.
